I have become concerned that South Cambridgeshire 
does not benefit from fast, fibre optic broadband and 
that current connection speeds do not reflect the area’s 
needs. It is in rural areas such as South Cambridge- 
shire, where many businesses and students work and 
study from home, that access to fast efficient broad- 
band is of crucial importance. 

I have, following contact with a number of my con- 
stituents, been informed that many homes and busi- 
nesses have connection speeds which are significantly 
below the Governments recommended minimum speed 
of 2MB per second. 

I would like to encourage you to write to me at 153 St 
Neots Road, Hardwick, CB23 7QJ or email me via 
lansleya@parliament.uk to let me know if, and if so 
how, slow broadband speeds are affecting you.

Report from Councillor John Reynolds 
The County Council's Archives Service is about to start 
work on a mammoth project to catalogue and preserve 
thousands of records which record the history of 
Cambridge City. 
Work is nearly complete on installing a new Real Time 
Passenger Information display at Cambridge's Drum- 
mer Street bus station. . 
£30 million pounds of European funding has been 
allocated to develop three vital transport infrastructure 
projects across the East of England. The two which 
affect this region are: 
*The rail line between Felixstowe and Nuneaton. 
Improvements to this significant European transport 
route will allow more freight to be shifted from the port 
by rail, reducing congestion on the A14. £8.3 million. 
*A traffic management scheme to reduce congestion 
and accidents on the A14. £10 million. 
Works are well underway to finalise the building of a 
new access road from Hauxton Road to Addenbrooke's 
Hospital in Cambridge. 
A range of trial improvements to the gritting service are to 
be piloted in Cambridgeshire over the coming months 
following the very hard winter last year. These include 
trialling the gritting of major cycle bridges in Cambridge. 
Road safety experts have launched a campaign to target 
drivers who fail to stop or are abusive to School Cross- 
ing Patrols.

You may receive a call from someone who says he/she is 
a representative of BT, informing you that they will be 
disconnecting you because of an unpaid bill. They 
demand payment immediately of £31, or it will be £118 to 
reconnect at a later date. The person will not be fazed if 
you are not with BT — he/she will say that your provider 
has to pay BT a percentage for line rental. If you ask the 
person’s name it will be a very English name, with an 
African accent — and a 0800 phone number. 
When he/she realises you do not believe the story an offer 
may be made to demonstrate that it is a call from BT. 
You will be asked to phone someone and the bogus caller 
will disconnect your phone to prevent you doing this. It 
will work and your phone will be dead, until you receive 
the call again. If you ask how to make the payment you 
will be told by credit card, there and then. 
If you then (as you should) refuse to pay and put the 
phone down you will find that if you dial 1471 to find 
out the number, the number will be unattainable. The 
Police advise that people should know about this scam 
as the fact that their phone does in fact become discon- 
nected would probably convince some people that it is 
real BUT IT IS NOT -IT IS A SCAM.

THIRD BIN AN OPTION FOR SOUTH CAM- 
BRIDGESHIRE 

Residents could be set for an improved recycling 
service as South Cambridgeshire district councillors 
consider options to make composting and recycling 
even easier. Members of cabinet are being asked to 
consider introducing a new, wheeled bin from 
October 2010. Instead of separating dry recyclables 
between two boxes, they would all go in the one bin, 
which would contain a separate, integral container for 
paper. The bin would also collect foil, cardboard, 
steel and aluminium cans, glass and plastic bottles as 
well as hard plastic such as pots, tubs and trays and 
Tetra Pack cartons. Future service developments also 
being considered include collecting small batteries 
and moving to weekly food waste collections. Should 
the third-bin proposal be given the go ahead by 
cabinet it will be considered at a meeting of the 
council on Thursday 26 November.
